isconsin Ranks Thirty-Third In 


School Efficiency In The Nation 


A. B. Crook Explains the Reason for Standing of Bad- 


ger State in the Russell Sage Foundation 


Report Made Public Today 


i HE state 
of- Montana has 


the best 
all-round public 


school system in the United 


States according to the results 
of a comparative study of state 
school systems made public to- 
day by the Russel Sage Founda- 
tion. The report assigns second 
place to the schools of Califor- 
nia, third'place to those of Ariz- 
ona, fourth to New Jersey and 
fifth to the state o£-Washington. 


Wisconsin ranks thirty-third. 
These findings are contained 


in a report by the Department 
of Education of the Foundation, 
the author 
is Dr.- Leonard P. 


Ayre«, Director of the Founda- 
tion's Department qf Education. 


Other findings of the report 


are thaftthe school system of the 
United States as a whole has 
doubled in efficiency during the 
last 50 years, having an index 
number or fating of, 26 in-1870 
and one -of 52 at the 
present 


time. 
Since these' index num- 


bers are figured on the basis of 
100, the school system _of the 
country has now an effectiveness 
or efficiency of only 52 percent. 


The figures for the individual 


states show that during the past 
30 years the West has been com- 
ing up educationally while the 
East has been going down: Dur- 


ing this time the greatest in- 
crease among all the states has 
been made by Utah while the 
state to which is attributed the 
greatest falling off is Maryland. 
In the Easi the only state that 
has gained instead of losing is 
New Jersey. In the West the 
state that has the best and most 
consistently high record is Cali- 
fornia. 


The most notable educational 


change that lias taken place dur- 
ing the 50 years covered by the 
report, is in the attendance in 
high schools. There are now 
100 times as many pupils enroll- 
ed in high schools as there were 
in 1870. The number then was 
19,000 and now it is nearly 2,- 
000,000. The new 
pupils have 


been mostly girls. 


In the matter of teachers' sal- 


aries, the states show most di- 
versified practices. The lowest 
average salary is $25 per month 
for- the state of North Carolina, 
while the highest is $SS in Cali- 
fornia. 


Dan Harrington, 64, a city fore- 


man, rescued four men who had been 
overcome by gas in a chamber of the 
sewage disposal plant, -was himself 
overcome as he rescued the last of 
the four, tyit revived in time 'to re- 
suscitate the rescued men Saturday 
afternoon. All four men were under 
water in the chamber. 


Monday morning Mr. Harrington, 


was back at work with his crew of 
laborers at the plant, John Moran 
was having his eyes treated. Michael 
Feer.ey, John Wolff and Parrick M,o- 
ran were at home in bed. Ail com- 
plained of severe headaches. 


Feeney was 
cleaning the slndge 


out of the sump of the fifth contact 
dosing chamber when he was over- 
come with 
gas, probably released 


frorn the sludge while he was break- 
ing it up with a stream of water. No 
gas had developed in the first four 
chambers. When John Moran went 
down to rescue Feeney he was over- 
come instantaneously, followed suc- 
cessively by Wolff and Patrick Mo- 
ran. Harrington, who was directing 
a crew of Italians nearby secured a 
rope, descended into the chimber- 
holding his breath, fastened the rope 
to ono of the asphyxiated men, and 
signalled 
to a park employe and 


three Italia-s to haul him out. 


As Harrington came out of the 


chamber after rescuing the fourth 
man, he was himself overcome, but 
revived in time to resuscitate 
the 


other four. He called James Mackin, 
engineer of the plant, and Dr. Rich- 
ard Aylward to care- for the men. 


It is the first time that gas of this 


type has developed at the plant, ac- 
cording to E. E. Parker, city engi- 
neer. Ordinary sewer gas produces 
dizziness, but the victim is warned 
in time to escape from the gas. 
He 


is of the opinion that the gas which 
developed Saturday is a hydro <ar- 
bon gas. probably methane, CH4. 


The sewage plant is located half a. • 


mile north of North street, midway 
between the Sun Prairie and asylum 
roads.

Like every other art, the rules of thrift are simple, 
but their use is difficult.

Puritan,or other-worldiy 
attitude, which'takes.the intellectual 
life aside and separates it from the 
practical life of the common man of 
every day; and the utilitarian, wh;ih 
governs the business life of this 
country." 


A combination of .the puritan and
